It is true that there is a 
tremendous shortage of priests and 
their time is taken up but perhaps with 
our prayers this could also be over¬ 
come. 

In order to increase the strength of 
our clubs throughout Canada it is very 
essential that not only do the clubs 
receive full support from the spiritual 
directors but also the guidance from 
the National and Diocesan executives. 
All the Diocesan executives are in 
steady contact with me but I must ad¬ 
mit no word has been received from 
the National executive for a few 
months. This is a “National” magaz¬ 
ine and it certainly would be of the 
utmost help to the clubs if every 
issue carried an article or some in¬ 
formation submitted from the National 
executive. It was revealed in the 
column “Opinions Across Canada” that 
the clubs would like to be in closer 
contact with the National executive. 

For the future, let us all resolve to 
strive together to build up our clubs 
in strength and unity. It is certain 
that with God’s help and the co-operat¬ 
ion of the spiritual directors, executiv¬ 
es and members this aim will become 
a reality.

As the bus rolled along the road 
from Lisbon to Fatima which is about 
100 miles, I sat there spellbound by 
the passing scenery of the rugged, 
arid land along the road to Fatima. 
This hilly country with its dry climate, 
rocky contours and clumps of olive 
trees dotting the land painted in my 
mind the resemblance of the land 
Christ once walked in days of long 
ago. Now and then we passed a small 
flock of sheep grazing lazily in the val¬ 
ley, their little shepherds keeping an 
ever watchful eye to prevent their 
flocks from straying. 

People of Portugal are simple folk, 
people of the soil but with unwavering 
faith in God. Their kindness, goodness 
and gaity makes a stranger more than 
welcome in their fair land with a wish 
to come back some day. As the bus 
carried my sister and me closer to 
our destination I wondered and was 
anxious to see this shrine that drew us 
and thousands before us to its locale. 
The bus trip took most of the day and 
we arrived in Fatima about 4:00 that 
afternoon to book our stay for the night 
with the good Sisters, whose name I 
have forgotten, but who run the con¬ 
vent for visitors and pilgrims to Fa¬ 
tima. Since we arrived there the end 
of November we had no trouble book¬ 
ing accommodation but it is almost im¬ 
possible to get accommodation on the 
days of Our Lady’s apparitions. Most 
of the Portuguese bring their food and 
blankets and sleep under the stars. 
After we had made arrangements for 
the night, we went out to see the famed 
spot where Our Lady had appeared to 
the three little shepherds Lucia, Jac- 
inta and Francisco. 


Cova da Iria, the place where the 
Lady of the Rosary appeared to the 
children on May 13, 1917 and repeated 
the same day each month until Oct¬ 
ober 13, 1917, was a little ways from 
Fatima and after a walk through the 
village we found ourselves on a great 
square dominated at one end by a huge 
basilica. The valley or the “dip” 
where the children used to graze their 
sheep and where Our Lady had ap¬ 
peared to the children was now a big 
square that had been levelled and as¬ 
phalted to accommodate the throngs of 
pilgrims that come to pay their honor 
and pray to the Blessed Virgin every 
year on the days of her apparition. At 
one end of this asphalted area rises a 
magnificent basilica with its colon¬ 
nades, steps and campanile. In the 
setting sun this basilica looked glor¬ 
iously splended. The square itself was 
deserted and empty and looked exces¬ 
sively big, but the hallowed character 
of it and the peace and quietness there 
held us at awe. About the centre of 
this asphalted area stood a tiny chapel, 
the exact spot where Our Lady had 
appeared to the children to bring her 
message of peace. This chapel is very 
small and divided in two, one being 
the altar, and the other about a dozen 
faithful can kneel at one time to hear 
Mass or pray. 

Back at the convent we were served 
a most delicious dinner but as it was 
late in the year and no central heat¬ 
ing, the convent was so cold, I think 
our teeth chattered between mouth¬ 
fuls. The next morning we rose early 
to hear Mass in the tiny chapel. It was 
a wonderful feeling to hear Mass at 
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this holy spot and ponder on her words 
to the children to amend our lives, 
make reparation for our sins and say 


the Rosary. Our Lady had come once 
again, at the time most needed, to 
point the way to peace and salvation. 


Easter Services-

Christos Voskres ! Voistinu Vosk- 
res ! This the joyous and triumphant 
message of Easter. The Risen Christ 
is the source of exultation and jubilat¬ 
ion. For “if Christ has not risen,” 
says St. Paul, “then vain is our prea¬ 
ching and vain too is your faith” (I Cor 
15:14). 

The Resurrection of Jesus Christ is 
the most sublime and triumphant ach¬ 
ievement. The joy of resurrection is 
in no other rite so exultant as in the 
Ukrainian Rite, especially in the Res¬ 
urrection Services sung on Easter Sun¬ 
day or at midnight wherever such is 
the practise, everyone hurries to 
church in order to participate in the 
joyous Resurrection Services. One will 
notice the priest-celebrant fully vested 
in the bright colored vestments, opens 
the Royal Doors of the iconostas 
(wherever there is one-, and taking a 
cross begins the opening hymn, “The 
Angels sink in heaven Thy Resurrec¬ 
tion, 0 Christ, our Saviour. Make us 
who are on earth also worthy to glor¬ 
ify Thee with pure hearts.” 

The celebrant escorted by the acol¬ 
ytes and altar boys, preceded by the 
processional cross, church banners, 
icon of the Resurrection and the Gos¬ 
pel, followed by the faithful the proces¬ 
sion solemnly moves through the cen¬ 
ter of the church to the outside and 
slowly moves around the church. The 
procession, wending its way around the 
church, symbolizes the journey of the 
myrrh-bearing women to the tomb. 
The procession stops before the closed 


doors of the church, which symbolize 
the sealed tomb, just before the Angel 
rolled the stone away. Having in¬ 
censed the doors, the celebrant intones 
“Glory to the holy, con-substantial, 
life-giving and undivided Trinity, now, 
and ever, and forever and ever. 
Amen.” Then as if the stone has been 
rolled away, the celebrant sings the 
triumphant Easter troparion: “Christ 
is risen from the dead; deposing Death 
by death, and to all those in the 
graves, granting life.” The exultant 
Easter joy bursts forth from the 
throats of all the faithful as the trium¬ 
phant song of Easter swells and soars 
over the morning stillness. The bells 
send forth the long expected Resur¬ 
rection of Christ. 

The celebrant then sings the follow¬ 
ing verses, each followed by the peo¬ 
ple singing the refrain: “Christ Is 
Risen”: 

1. “Let God arise, and let His 
enemies be scattered and let them who 
hate Him flee from before His face ” 

2. “As smoke vanished, so let them 
vanish away: as was melted before the 
fire: 

3. So do sinners perish from before 
the face of God: and the righteous do 
rejoice; 

4. This is the day which the Lord had 
made; let us be glad and rejoice 
therein; 

5. Glory be to the Father, and to 
the Son, and to the Holy Spirit, now 
and ever and forever and ever, Amen.”

In the meantime, the celebrant had 
opened the church doors with the cross 
and enters the church chanting trium¬ 
phantly: “Christ is risen from the 
dead.” 

The Easter matins begin with the 
Peaceful Litany, followed by the Pas¬ 
chal canon, called the golden canon of 
St. John Damascene. It is full of 
gaity and of joy. The celebrant sings 


the first verse of each ode, and the 
faithful sing the remaining verses, 
while the celebrant incenses the altar 
and people, greeting everyone with 
“Christos Voskres” (Christ is risen). 
After the hymns, the celebrant with 
the Gospel Book goes to the ambon. 
The faithful come one by one to kiss 
the Gospel Book and receive the Eas¬ 
ter greeting. Christos Voskees !

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Join your Parish Organization 


A Parish is not only a center of wor¬ 
ship; it is also an agency for saving 
souls. For that reason there must be 
active organizations in every parish 
that fill the needs of various groups, 
men and women, young and old. Some 
of these organizations limit their act¬ 
ivities to the purely spiritual; others 
have a mixed spiritual and recreat¬ 
ional or social program, the latter to 
counteract the baneful influence of 
dangerous associations and amuse¬ 
ments in the world today. 

Thus a pastor and his assistants in 
a large parish have not only to provide 
for the spiritual needs of their people, 
but to supervise the activities of many 
organizations: to attend meetings, to 
sponsor athletic teams for young peo¬ 
ple, to arrange social gatherings and 
outings, and, if possible, to provide 
club rooms or recreational facilities 
for the different classes of people in 
the parish. A priest’s work would be 
far easier if he could limit himself to 
the purely spiritual, or even to direct¬ 
ing the purely spiritual organizations in 
his parish; but he recognizes the im¬ 
portance of these other things for the 
welfare of his people. 

It is true that active membership in 
parish organizations is not obligatory 
and that attendance at meetings or 
even spiritual funcions may mean 
making a sacrifice. But you can 
hardly be energetic in any parochial 
group without being a better Catholic 
for it, and besides — and this is often 
forgotten — if you do your bit in parish 
organizations you can be sure that you 
are taking an effective part in the sal¬ 
vation of souls. 


Too many people say, when the 
question of joining a parish organiza¬ 
tion arises, “I don’t need it,” or ‘‘I 
don’t get anything out of it,” or “I 
prefer to practice my religion by my¬ 
self,” forgetting that, even if these 
statements were true, the important 
point is what they can do for others 
by uniting with their fellow-Catholics. 
Without his people’s co-operation a 
pastor can do little to extend Christ’s 
kingdom on earth; with their co-oper¬ 
ation — and that means large and act¬ 
ive membership in each parish organ¬ 
ization — he can plan improvements, 
win back lapsed Catholics, make con¬ 
verts, know his people and inspire 
them to greater sanctity. It is the 
holiness of pastor and people that 
measures the degree of good that a 
parish will perform, but it must be an 
active holiness, one that will make use 
of all natural means to accomplish its 
purpose. In this modern age a parish 
will grow stagnant unless it operates 
as a strongly knit organization. For 
this it needs parishioners firm in 
faith and great-hearted in generosity, 
who are willing to give their time 
and energy to promote the cause of 
God in every possible way. 

How often have not the Popes of 
recent time told the Catholic world that 
the only answer to paganism and Com¬ 
munism is Catholic Action, which 
means the organized activity of the 
laity under their bishops and pastors.

A choir consists of a director and 
a group of people who can carry a note 
and enjoy singing. It is to be remem¬ 
bered that these people will not only 
enjoy singing and meeting other people 
but will reap graces from God for do¬ 
ing this. 

Mr. Pshyk quoted a passage from the 
bible which showed us that if we have 
talents — we are' obliged to use them. 
Upon this, the youth were urged to 
participate in their church choir and 
to particularly remember the above 
mentioned reason for singing in a 
choir — for the glory of God. 

How to Become a Member of a Parish 
Father Hannas, Pastor of St. Basil’s, 
Edmonton 

Since the last war the youth do not 
remain in their own parishes and in 
the moving they tend to get lost from 
the church. It was urged that anyone 
going to a new town or city should 
find the Ukrainian Catholic Church, see 
the parish priest and register as its 
members and contribute to their par¬ 
ish. -i5| 

Through the church and parish, the 
families need to realize the impor¬ 
tance of ericouraging religious vocat¬ 
ions among their children. 

Do You Have to Marry ? 

Father Kowalsky, Rector of 
St. Josaphat Cathedral, Edmonton 

Though the majority of the people do 
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marry, it is no sin not to marry. 
Reasons such as preferring the relig¬ 
ious vocation, having poor health or 
not being able to find a partner are 
acceptable for not marrying. But if 
one has not the above reasons — you 
should marry otherwise you are only 
being selfish or leading an immoral 
life. 

Reasons and Motives: 

Marriage is a great and holy calling 
— a sacrament instituted by God. In 
marriage, two people who share their 
lives together will obtain much grace 
and wealth of joy from God. The 
children they shall have through their 
love will give to God more members 
in His Church here on earth and in 
heaven for all eternity. Through mar¬ 
riage, the husband and wife help each 
other to obtain their eternal salvation. 
To Make a Good Marriage 

Marriage must last till the death of 
either partner and therefore, it is 
important that there is a common love 
among the partners. One should look 
for the following qualities in a part¬ 
ner — a good character, an unselfish 
person, one who is faithful, that you 
can enjoy each others company and 
that you have a common background of 
religion, racial nationality, ideas, edu¬ 
cation, friends, etc. 

Reasons for Avoiding Marrying 
Certain Persons 

Do not marry for only sexual attrac¬ 
tion — you need true love in order 
to have a lasting marriage. Do not 
marry those who are ill — because of 
physical defects (extreme) or certain 
diseases. An immoral person will only 
become worse after marriage. Marry¬ 
ing a drunkard or a drug addict is to 
be discouraged (if you feel he or she 
can change, this should be done before 
marriage). An age difference of more 
than ten years also handicaps happy 
and good marriages. Cousins are not 
to marry. It is wrong to marry some¬ 
one because they are wealthy or are 


high up in society and by this you 
wish to impress other people. 

General Suggestions 

1. There is good reading material 
available — read it. 

2. Advice from parents and parish 
priests should be considered. 

3. Pray to make a good choice in 
obtaining a marriage partner. 
Ukrainian Catholic Women’s League 
(U.C.W.L.) - Mrs. M. Burtnik, 

St. Josaphat’s Sr. Goodwill Club 

This organization is in a parish and 
one in which the woman can join. Over 
70 years ago, our Ukrainian pioneers 
came to Canada and a need for help 
in the parish was very evident. It be¬ 
gan with a group of women working 
together for the good of their parish 
but by 1944 it had progressed so far 
that it became organized with a na¬ 
tional center. 

At present there are one hundred and 
sixty-seven sub-divisions in Canada 
with over 6,000 members while Alberta 
has 49 sub-divisions with over 3,000 
members working to fulfill the organ¬ 
ization’s objectives and aims. 

It was seriously urged that the young 
girls of our U.C.Y. clubs remember 
that in the future there certainly will 
be a place for them after they marry 
in the organization of the U.C.W.L. 
Through this organization they shall 
have the opportunity of enriching 
themselves as women by serving their 
parish and God. 

U.C.W.L. - Mrs. Kurylo, 

St. Basil, Edmonton 

The U.C.W.L. is striving to assist the 
parish priest in the activities of the 
parish. This is done in the various 
ways: 

1. Raise funds for the church — teas, 
bazaars, banquets, bingos, etc. 

2. Vestments — make and keep them 
clean 

3. Church — clean, provide flowers, 
etc. 
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4. Cultural — teach needle work, art 
of painting of eggs, etc. (both to the 
U.C.W.L. and the girls of the U.C.Y.) 

5. Cook Books — provides other 
women with the knowledge of some of 
our Ukrainian cookery as well as ob¬ 
taining financial aid 

6. Assist the U.C.Y. and other church 
organizations — communion break¬ 
fasts, etc. 

7. Visit patients in general and men¬ 
tal hospitals 

8. Assist needy families within the 
parish 

In Edmonton, the U.C.W.L. is divided 
into the Senior and Junior leagues 
which should serve as an added incen¬ 
tive for the “young married woman” 
to join the U.C.W.L. 

Ukrainian Catholic Brotherhood 
Mr. Porayko 

This organization was started in 
1932 in Saskatoon with the idea of 
keeping members in the Catholic 
Church. Through this organization 
they hope to: 

1. Fulfill Catholic ideals and morals 

2. Work together for unity among 
our people. 

3. Work for the good of the parish 

Through the insurance company 

“Brotherhood of St. Nicholas” one can 
obtain the same benefits as other com¬ 
panies provide but at lower rates. The 
profits obtained through this company 
are used for the further development of 
our schools and parishes, etc. 

Men’s Club — Mr. Bill Diachuk 

This group of lay men in a parish 
are trying to live a good Christian life 
and therefore setting an example not 
only to the people in the parish but to 
others in the community. 

They try to encourage and help other 
church organizations within the par¬ 
ish such as the altar boys, UCYO., etc. 

Due to the shortage of priests it 
is felt that through this organization the 
role of the “Lay Apostalate” shall have 


to be further studied and carried out.

d. micro-filming of documents in Rome 

— to preserve in case of an atomic 
war (11 million hand written 
pages) 

2. They pledge to serve God and their 
country by: 

a. assist church parishes 

b. asist in communities ..’. 

c. develop greater Catholic solaridity. 

d. personal santification 

Mr. Enright’s talk certainly enlight¬ 
ened the members of some of the ob¬ 
jectives and activities the Knights of 
Columbus and the important role 
they fulfill as a Catholic organization.

Racks for these 
pamphlets will be built in the church 
vestibule for easy excess by the 
people. 

4. Coffee Percolator 

On our club’s invitation, two other 
parish clubs joined ours in purchasing 
a 101 cup percolator for our church. 
This item is presently on order. 

5. Pop Machine 

On our initiative a pop machine 
was installed in the church auditorium 
by the Pepsi Cola Company. Profits 
from this vending machine will go to 
our club. 

6. Youth Magazine Subscriptions 

To do its part in helping the “Youth” 
magazine financially, our club voted 
$50 for it. However it was decided that 
this money was to be given in the form 
of new subscriptions to the Youth” 
magazine. To obtain names of young 
people from parishes where at pres¬ 
ent there is no organized U.C.Y. Club, 
we wrote to all the priests in our 
Eparchy requesting their help in 
supplying names. The response was 
good and we are now in the process 
of compiling names of the new sub¬ 
scribers for the editor. Through this 
effort we hope to spread the know¬ 
ledge about U.C.Y. and hope that this 
may serve as an incentive for young 
people in all comers of our Eparchy 
to organize their own U.C.Y. clubs.
